In  order  to  forestall  this  procedure  and  expedite  the  processing 
of  vouchers,  it  is  sugj-^ested  that  all  graders  be  instructed  to 
insert  a  paragraph  in  the  body  of  their  expense  account  readin^ 
s ome Y^hat  as  f o  1 1  ov/s  : 

"in  connection  with  the  grading  of  meats  for 
the  industry,  the  unusual  starting  hours  shown 
on  this  account  are  necessary  in  order  that  my 
hours  of  work  may  conform  to  those  of  the  Packing 
industry  where  the  grading  services  must  be 
perf ormedo" 
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
